A  CONSIGNMENT  FROM  THE  ESTATE  OF  GEORGE  D.  HAT I E 


It  is  rare  for  a  man  to  achieve  success  and  distinction  in  one  arena.  GEORGE  D.  HATIE  achieved  success 
and  distinction  in  two  -  the  law  and  numismatics. 

He  was  graduated  first  in  his  class  from  the  University  of  Detroit  Law  School  in  1933.  From  1936  until  his 
death  June  26,  1997  at  87,  he  practiced  corporate  law  with  the  law  firm  of  Cross,  Wrock,  Miller  &  Vieson, 
having  been  a  partner  since  1945. 

He  served  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Michigan  Kidney  Foundation,  and  was  been  both  a  trustee  and  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Kidney  Fund. 

In  1982,  the  American  Numismatic  Association  presented  Mr.  Hatie  with  the  Farran  Zerbe  Memorial 
Award,  the  ANA's  highest  honor.  Part  of  the  inscription  read,  'To  state  that  this  year’s  recipient  of  the 
Association’s  highest  award  is  eminently  deserving  of  the  honor  is  a  rank  understatement.  He  has  completed 
34  years  of  ANA  membership,  nearly  half  of  them  having  been  in  an  appointee  or  elective  office.' 

'Appointed  legal  counsel  in  1965,  he  lent  his  legal  training  and  status,  sans  compensation,  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  for  five  years.  He  was  elected  and  served  six  years  as  governor,  four  as  vice-president  and  two 
as  president  -  twelve  years  of  helping  to  give  conscientious  guidance  to  the  Association’s  affairs.  He  has 
been  especially  concerned  with  keeping  its  bylaw  provisions  in  line  with  board  actions,  and  in  carrying  out 
the  complaints  procedure.' 

Mr.  Hatie  also  served  as  President  of  Central  States  Numismatic  Society,  Michigan  State  Numismatic 
Society,  the  Token  and  Medal  Society,  Detroit  Coin  Club,  Grosse  Pointe  Numismatic  Society,  and  the  Lake  Erie 
Numismatic  Society,  and  was  instrumental  in  forming  many  of  token  &  medal,  and  Detroit  area  coin  clubs. 

In  1975  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  United  States  Assay  Commission.  He  h as  written  many  articles 
for  THE  NUMISMATIST.  In  1983  Bowers  and  Merena  offered  his  collection  of  United  States  copper  and  gold 
coinage,  and  gold  coins  of  the  world. 

Mr.  Hatie’s  significant  numismatic  interests  also  included,  but  were  not  limited  to,  Civil  War  tokens, 
American  colonial  coins,  pre-1800  paper  money,  paper  money  with  coin  vignettes,  Conder  tokens,  papal 
medals,  and  presidential  campaign  buttons.  His  other  noteworthy  collecting  interests  extended  to  postcards, 
philately,  presidential  letters  and  documents,  ancient  lamps,  and  civil  war  envelopes. 

In  reality,  George  collected  everything  that  began  with  the  letter  'a':  a  book,  a  coin,  a  medal,  a  statue,  a 
painting,  a  stamp,  ad  infinitum.  In  actuality,  George  may  never  have  been  aware  of  his  two  most  important 
collections:  a  vast  circle  of  friends,  and  the  respect  and  admiration  of  countless  people  whose  lives  he 
touched. 

Less  well-known  was  h is  passionate  commitment  to  animals.  Included  among  the  proceeds  of  his  estate  will 
be  more  than  20  groups  benefitting  animals  and  their  care. 

We  first  met  George  at  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society  convention  in  the  fall  of  1987.  We  auctioned 
a  major  part  of  his  numismatic  library  and  A.N.A.  memorabilia  our  seventh  sale  in  November  1989,  and  in 
about  half  a  dozen  sales  afterwards.  During  that  time,  we  are  also  proud  that  Myron  and  I  became  good 
friends  with  George,  enjoying  his  company  and  his  wonderful  sense  of  humor.  We  can  never  recall  his  being 
without  an  ingratiating  smile. 

Mr.  Hatie  was  still  a  full-time  practicing  attorney,  still  served  as  ANA  general  counsel,  and  was  still  an 
active,  committed  collector  until  his  death.

Following  is  a  group  of  prestigious  numismatic  awards  presented  to  George  Hatie.  George  was  awarded 
virtually  every  major  award  given  by  the  A.N.A.  We  believe  this  is  the  first  time  any  of  them,  much  less  all 
of  them,  have  been  made  available  to  the  public.  As  such  the  estimates  are  only  that.  One  cannot  estimate 
that  which  has  no  established  market  price.  It  is  possible  that  in  view  of  their  rarity  and  importance,  they 
may  bring  many  multiples  of  the  estimate.  Regardless,  this  is  truly  an  unique  opportunity.

George  Hatie  s  were  the  seventh  Past-President  commemorative  medals  in  gold  and  silver  issued  by  TAMS.  The  previous  6 

were  for  Past-Presidents  Dr.  George  Fuld  (the  first  TAMS  president  from  1960-1962),  James  J.  Curto  (1962-1963),  Paul  Hamm 

(1963-1964),  Virginia  Culver  (1964-1966),  William  B.  Spilman  (1966-1968),  and  Ralph  A.  "Curly"  Mitchell  (1968-1970).  Each 
of  the  medals  had  the  identical  reverse  except  for  the  varying  dates  of  each  president.  The  obverse  featured  a  high  relief 
portrait  of  each  president. 

For  each  issue  25  medals  were  struck  in  silver,  and  100  in  bronze.  Apparently  only  one  was  struck  for  each  in  gold. 
Most  of  the  silver  issues  sold  out  quite  quickly. 

We  believe  that  this  is  the  first  time  that  a  TAMS  presidential  commemorative  medal  in  gold  has  been  offered  to  the 
public.  Regardless,  the  George  Hatie  past  president  commemorative  gold  medal  is  unique.

The  1909  A.N.A.  campaign  for  President  found  Elder  on  the  side  of  candidate  Frank  C.  Higgins, 
and  bitterly  opposed  to  Farran  Zerbe:  "I  wish  to  denounce  as  a  deliberate  LIE  a  statement  of  FARRAN  ZERBE',  and  'I  have 
always  respected  the  members  of  the  A.N.A.,  in  fact  I  respect  anybody  who  tells  the  truth  and  minds  his  own  business....’ 

WITH  a  typed  letter  on  Elder  letterhead  and  signed  in  black  ink,  'Thos.  L.  Elder'  to  C.D.  Perry  requesting  his  proxy 
at  the  Montreal  ANA.  convention  where  the  election  would  be  held,  'Our  literature  which  will  reach  you  in  a  few  days 
will  reply  to  all  the  points  brought  up  by  the  Zerbe  -  Henderson  -  Duffleld  ticket." 
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Original  examples  of  the  Elder  "open  letter"  are  rare.  While  It  has  been  quoted  and  written  about,  we  have  never  seen 
another  original.  We  know  of  only  a  few  other  originals.

A.N.A.  BADGES,  MEDALS,  AND  BOTTLES 


According  to  H.  Neil  Harris’  1969  standard  reference  A  CATALOGUE  OF  CONVENTION  BADGES  &  MEDALS  OF 
THE  AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION,  1908-1968,  Farran  Zerbe,  in  1908,  began  the  practice  of  issuing 
a  badge  *°  everyone  registering  at  ANA  conventions.  Today’s  collectors  may  falsely  assume  that  many 
h undreds  or  thousands  of  people  attended  even  the  early  ANA  conventions,  or  that  thousands  of  badges  were 
given  out.  However,  in  the  pre-1916  conventions,  between  20  and  75  badges  were  issued  at  each  convention, 
with  probably  fewer  than  200  issued  through  the  World  War  II  conventions.  Quoting  from  Mr.  Harris, 
Generally  speaking  those  issued  prior  to  1920  are  extremely  rare.4'  (p.vi)

To  commemorate  the  fiftieth  edition  of  the 
REDBOOK,  Western  Publishing  Company,  Inc.  produced  a  special  edition  in  the  maroon  cloth  covers,  resembling  the  color  of 
the  first  edition.  The  regular  hardbound  copy  of  the  50th  edition  is  in  the  familiar  red  cloth. 

Quoting  from  the  special  thick  paper  limitation  leaf  facing  the  front  pastedown: 


In  Celebration  of  the  50th  Anniversary  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  by  R.S.  Yeoman,  Popularly  known 
as  the  Red  Book ,  of  a  special  limited  edition  of  1,200  produced  for  the  occasion. 


These  books  have  covers  replicating  the  original  color  and  stamping  of  the  first  edition  printed  in  1946. 

Since  that  time  over  18,500,000  copies  have  been  sold  making  it  the  number  one  selling  coin  reference  book. 

Whitman  had  previously  produced  two  special  editions  of  the  RED  BOOK  that  were  "official  products  of  Western 
Publishing  Company”  as  listed  in  the  1996  RED  BOOK ,  49th  edition,  page  306.  the  first  was  produced  for  the  1985  A.N.A. 
convention  banquet  in  Milwaukee:  the  1987,  40th  edition  with  the  cover  overstaraped  below  the  title  in  gilt  with  the 
obverse  of  the  1985  A.N.A.  medal  featuring  three  famous  Wisconsin  numismatists:  Henry  Granberg,  Chet  Krause,  and  R.S. 
Yeoman  (offered  in  the  previous  lot). 

The  other  overprinted  copy  was  specially  produced  for  the  1991  100th  anniversary  A.N.A.  Convention  in  Chicago.  The 
A.N.A.  Centennial  logo  was  overstaraped  below  the  title  in  gilt.  About  500  copies  of  the  1987  "special  edition"  were 
produced;  copies  were  listed  as  being  worth  *100.00  in  the  1996  RED  BOOK.  Between  600  and  650  copies  of  the  1992  "special 
edition"  were  produced;  copies  were  listed  as  being  worth  *75.00  in  the  1996  RED  BOOK. 

While  this  ’Special  Edition"  was  printed  in  nearly  double  the  quantity  of  the  other  two  special  editions,  this  is  the 
only  one  bound  in  a  clearly  different  cloth,  the  only  one  with  an  official  limitation  leaf  indicating  the  particular 
number  and  its  authenticity,  and  the  only  one  with  a  truly  national  appeal. 

NOTE :  Finally,  did  you  ever  wonder  why  the  first  BLUE  BOOK  was  produced  in  1942,  but  the  first  RED  BOOK  was  not 
produced  until  four  years  later  in  1946?  The  little  known  answer  was  printed  in  COINage,  October  1965,  Volume  I,  no.  6  in 
'The  MAN  WHO  WROTE  THE  BIBLE  ”,  an  illustrated  story  on  pages  58  to  60  subtitled,  "R.S.  Yeoman  and  his  Red  Book  are  old 
friends  of  every  coin  collector”.  In  discussing  the  success  of  the  BLUE  BOOK ,  the  article  stated  that  Yeoman  recognized 
the  need  for  a  more  substantive  companion  volume: 

While  planning  for  the  Red  Book  moved  along  steadily,  actual  production  of  the  new  book  was  held  up  for 
several  years  by  the  acute  wartime  paper  shortage.  During  World  War  II,  current  projects  could  be  continued, 
but  new  projects  could  not  be  initiated.  Thus  ...  the  Red  Book  had  to  wait  for  the  war  to  end.

ARMAND  CHAMPA  was  the  most  influential  figure  affecting  the  extraordinary  growth  of  American 
numismatic  literature  as  a  collectible  in  the  last  25  years.  For  most  people,  the  four-part  sale  of  his 
legendary  library  by  Bowers  and  Merena  was  essentially  the  exclamation  point  to  h is  legacy .  For  those  whom 
Armand  considered  part  of  'The  Family' of  literature  collectors,  his  friendship  was  a  priceless  treasure;  his 
presence  is  still  dearly  missed.  Cataloguing  this  consignment  was  both  joyful  and  melancholy.  The  material  is 
wonderful.  But  the  sense  of  loss  lingers.

The  Greysheet  has  been  the  authoritative  dealer  pricing  guide  virtually  since  its  inception,  the  inaugural  issue 
being  dated  June  14,  1963^titled  NATIONAL  COIN  BROKERS  BULLETIN.  Commercial  numismatics  and  'coin  dealers'  would  be  lost 
without  their  Greysheets  .  The  range  of  listings  have  increased  significantly  from  the  relatively  modest  beginning. 

Perhaps  no  greater  compliment  to  its  influence  is  that  Q.  David  Bowers  produced  a  book  specifically  devoted  to  this 
newsletter.  Now  bid  and  ask  are  ubiquitous  at  every  coin  show.  Such  a  comprehensive  offering,  especially  so 
attractively  housed,  is  decidedly  rare. 


Of  numismatic  note  is  that  generally  each  "Monthly  Summary'  begins  with  either  a  worthwhile  2-page  article  written  by 
a  prominent  numismatic  personality  or  expert  about  a  specific  coin,  coin  series,  or  market  analysis.  [Editorial  comment:

At  the  1990  A.N.A.  convention,  Wayne  Homren  arranged  a  visit  for  about  16  numismatic  bibliophiles  to  the  rare  book 
room  of  the  Carnegie  Museum  to  see  the  donated  library  of  George  Clapp.

In  late  March  1992,  a  group  of  numismatic  bibliophiles  each  received  a  rather  amateurishly  prepared  mimeographed 
announcement  (and  deliberately  prepared  so)  that  M.N.  Daycius  (George  Clapp  recommended  to  Mehl  that  he  adopt  "mendacious" 
as  his  buyer  code  after  the  latter  s  issuing  of  the  George  French  FPL  of  large  cents)  Galleries  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas  would 
be  auctioning  literature  that  apparently  was  the  Max  Mehl  Library.  In  what  was  a  wonderful  and  most  effective  hoax,  many 
of  the  recipients  made  hurried  and  furtive  preparations  to  fly  to  Fort  Worth  for  this  "auction". 

After  the  hoax  was  revealed,  Armand  asked  Paul  Whitnah  to  take  a  series  of  photographs  of  the  Mehl  Building  as  it 
stood  in  1992.  Armand  with  the  assistance  of  other  prominent  numismatists  began  to  investigate  whether  the  entrance  and 
Mehl  Building  could  be  restored  as  an  historical  site,  or  even  if  the  doorway  and  entrance  to  the  Mehl  building  could  be 
transported  to  the  A.N.A.  Museum,  restored,  and  exhibited.

Issued  in  1866,  the  photographs  of  U.S.  paper  money  are  among  the  earliest  numismatic  photographs  ever,  preceding 

both  the  Levick  plate  of  large  cents  in  the  AJN  and  in  Cogan  s  Mackenzie  collection  by  3  years.  Photographs  of  Dudley 

Child  s  large  cents  were  produced  in  1866,  but  were  issued  in  extremely  limited  numbers.

A  Copper  Coin  of  Elizabeth  I'  appeared  in  the 
SPIHK  NUMISMATIC  CIRCULAR  in  December  1893.  Sotheby  s  conducted  two  auction  which  including  his  material  in  April  1902  and 
December  1906. 

C-S  8548.  Sandham  was  one  of  the  earliest  Canadian  numismatists.  After  the  sale  of  both  the  Rattray  collection  in 
1866  and  the  Adelard  Boucher  collection  in  1867,  the  Antiquarian  and  Numismatic  Society  of  Montreal  renewed  its  interest 
in  completing  the  catalogue  of  'British  North  American  Coins'  which  it  had  begun  in  1863.  The  society  put  the  project 
under  the  guidance  of  Joshua  Bronsdon,  one  of  the  original  society  members  and  Sandham.  After  Bronsdon  resigned,  Sandham 
completed  the  project  alone.  This  is  considered  to  be  the  first  significant  work  published  in  Canada  about  Canadian 
numismatics . 

A  photocopied  article  inserted  in  a  copy  which  we  had  sold  previously,  entitled  SANDHAM  S  1896  (sic)  CATALOGUE  by 
Michael  Curry  (the  original  source  of  which  is  unknown)  contained  the  contents  of  a  typed  letter  by  Sandham  inserted  in  a 
copy  of  this  work  in  the  Ottawa  Public  Library.  Some  of  the  information  is  of  particular  note; 

Of  this  work  there  were  300  copies  printed  but  only  250  were  bound.  It  was  anything  but  a  financial  success. 
While  it  was  offered  at  the  absurdly  low  price  of  75  cts .  only  about  100  copies  were  disposed  of  by  sale.  The 
remaining  copies  were  given  away.  .  .  . 


The  medals  pp  51-66  (excepting  55  to  59)  were  also  prepared  from  my  pen  drawings.  They  are  of  interest  from 
the  fact  that  they  are  among  the  first  if  not  the  first  blocks  prepared  by  what  is  now  known  as 
photo-engraving,  which  appeared  in  a  printed  book.  They  were  popularly  known  as  Leggotypes  after  Mr.  W.A. 
Leggo  the  inventor  of  the  process... 

This  classic  work  describes  215  coins  and  tokens  and  42  medals.  It  also  includes  a  two  page  appended  history  of  the 
Numismatic  and  Antiquarian  Society  of  Montreal.

C-S  8548.  Michael  Curry's  article  which  was  quoted  in  the  previous  lot  indicated  that  the  reprint  was  becoming  hard 
to  get.  This  is  one  of  the  first  substantial  references  on  Canadian  numismatics  Not  only  are  copies  of  the  first  edition 
rare,  but  even  the  reprint  has  become  most  elusive  especially  in  the  U.S.  This  begins  with  a  good  9  page  history  of 
Canadian  coins  and  tokens.  The  most  important  part  of  the  remainder  is  a  meticulous  cataloguing  of  Canadian 
pre-Confederation  tokens  and  varieties.

One  of  the  great  rarities  in  American  Numismatic  literature.  The  finest  of  three  copies  from  a  mini-hoard  from  the 
Hiram  Deats  estate;  this  copy,  a  copy  in  the  Myron  Xenos  library,  and  a  copy  traded  to  Armand  Champa  and  sold  in  the 
Champa  library  sales.. 

Until  the  copy  in  the  Armand  Champa  library  came  to  auction,  no  known  copy  had  come  to  market  in  at  least  a  half 
century.  Missing  from  the  Fuld  library  sales  and  all  other  known  sales. 

In  the  spring  of  1996  Armand  discreetly  began  again  to  collect  numismatic  literature,  albeit  on  a  more  limited  level, 
generally  limited  to  19th  century  American  numismatic  literature,  and  the  'Attlnelli'  series.  Because  of  his  subsequent 
fatal  illness,  he  was  only  in  the  beginning  phase  of  his  new  collection.

Affixed  to  the  back  of  the  mounting  is  a  photocopy  of  a  Robert  Coulton  Davis  druggist  label  with  the  motto  translated 
from  the  Latin,  “A  health  mind  in  a  healthy  body".  Also  affixed  to  the  back  are  photocopies  of  two  news  clippings  One  is 
about  the  existence  or  lack  thereof  of  the  1804  dollar  and  1804  half  dollar  The  other,  with  5/60  [May  I860],  in  ink  on 
the  bottom,  is  titled,  "The  Numismatic  Fever"  approximately  400  words  about  the  emerging  hobby  and  passion  of  coin 
collecting,  "the  relative  merits  of  cents  of  1809  and  those  of  1813“

Bob  Wester,  whose  collection  of  Sylvester  Crosby  memorabilia  was  sold  by  Bowers  and  Merena  in  the  Chris  Schenkel 
collection  in  November  1990. 


Dickeson,  one  of  the  founding  fathers  of  American  numismatics,  is  generally  known  as  the  author  of  THE  AMERICAN 
NUMISMATICAL  MANUAL  OF  THE  CURRENCI  OR  MONEY  OF  THE  ABORIGINIES  AND  COLONIAL,  STATE,  AND  UNITED  STATES  COINS  published  in 
three  editions:  1859,  1860,  1865;  this  venerable  work  was  the  first  attempt  to  create  a  reference  book  covering  the  entire 
field  of  American  numismatics.  The  good  doctor  was  perhaps  even  more  prominent  as  an  anthropologist  and  archaeologist  of 
Native  American  culture. 


This  picture  served  as  the  cover  of  Charles  Davis  Catalogue  20,  which  closed  May  19,  1990.  The  introduction  to  that 
sale  contains  additional  information  about  Dickeson  and  this  photograph. 

Davis  noted  that  he  used  3  copies  of  the  original  print  which  Wester  made  for  three  copies  of  a  deluxe  edition  of 
Sale  20.  As  we  had  previously  sold  copy  number  3  of  5  presented  to  Cal  Wilson,  one  must  assume  that  this  may  be  the  only 
other  copy  of  this  print  extant. 

Of  great  importance,  as  noted  by  Davis,  the  photograph  "has  claims  to  being  one  of  the  oldest  images  of  an  American 
Numismatist.

In  the  expansive  annotation  in  Champa  III,  Davis  noted  that  this  is  only  one  of  three  interleaved  copies  that  can  be 

traced  today.  Davis  also  noted  several  corrections  in  the  Introduction,  and  the  notation  of  an  incorrect  illustration  for 
the  reverse  of  an  1825  cent.  And  that  the  changes  were  made  in  the  second  edition  REDBOOK. 

SUMMARY:  No  title  has  been  more  influential  to  the  growth  of  American  numismatic  literature  than  the  REDBOOK.  It  has 
already  passed  its  SOth  anniversary  edition.  The  interleaved  editions  were  sent  only  to  the  14  contributors,  and  perhaps  a 
handful  of  other  copies  were  prepared  for  in-house  staff.  Including  this  copy,  Davis  could  only  trace  three  of  these 

special  interleaved  copies.  Here  is  a  special,  and  maybe  unique,  opportunity  to  obtain  a  truly  special  copy  of  an 
extremely  rare  special  edition.

THE  SPECIAL  LIMITED  EDITION.  While  the  limited  library  editions  of  the  regular  Bowers  and  Merena  auction  catalogues 
are  produced  in  relatively  large  numbers,  the  THE  SPECIAL  LIMITED  EDITION  of  the  4-part  Champa  sale  was  produced  in  very 
limited  quantities.  Surprisingly,  Armand  himself  received  very  few  sets. 

If  you  are  a  numismatic  bibliophile,  a  complete  set  of  the  Champa  catalogues  is  a  must  for  your  library.  The 
extraordinary,  comprehensive  Champa  library  of  American  numismatic  literature  will  probably  never  be  duplicated:  rarities 
abounded,  as  did  special  editions,  generally  unknown  references,  and  classic  references.  The  36  color  plates  are  the  most 
attractive  illustrations  of  numismatic  literature  imaginable.  In  the  extremely  scarce  SPECIAL  LIMITED  EDITION,  the  Champa 
library  catalogues  are  particularly  desirable.

If  you  believe  the  Champa  sales  are  necessary  to  have  in  your  library,  then  the  Katen  library  sales  should  be  right 
next  to  them.  And  in  what  better  format  than  the  DELUXE  LIBRARY  EDITION  of  which  slightly  less  than  100  copies  were  sold 
(not  just  produced,  sold) .

Winter 
1992,  pages  6-9,  in  his  article,  "The  John  Allan  Library"  listed  9S  lots  of  numismatic  books  in  the  Allan  library, 
including  lot  number,  title  and  author,  and  buyer.  Among  the  more  familiar  buyers  were  Appleton,  Bushnell,  Cogan,  Gay, 
Gowans,  King,  Kline,  Snow,  Strobridge,  and  Ten  Eyck. 

Allan  was  a  Scottish  immigrant  to  New  York  City  who  lived  to  be  87.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1863  he  had  amassed 
an  outstanding  and  valuable  collection  of  books  manuscripts  and  prints.  Ed  Cogan  s  May  2S,  1870  sale  (incidentally  the 
second  numismatic  auction  catalogue  in  the  U.S.  issued  with  photographic  plates)  also  contained  coins  "formerly  the 
property  of  that  eminent  antiquarian,  Mr.  John  Allan,"  Attinelli.  p.  56.

Not  only  do  they  represent  his 
knowledgeable,  authoritative,  and  entertaining  writings  on  a  variety  of  topics,  and  not  only  are  they  his  typed  manuscript 
copies  (and  as  such  unique),  but  also  more  importantly  few  of  these  writings  have  survived  as  most  were  published  in  COIN 
WORLD.  Few  coin-newspapers  were  saved  as  the  folio  sized  issues  are  cumbersome,  do  not  store  easily,  and  become  brittle 
with  age  Also,  they  are  generally  not  easily  located  as  QDB  s  articles  appeared  over  many  issues  accessible  with  many 
articles  being  continued  on  other  pages.

THE  NUMISMATIC  SCRAPBOOK  MAGAZINE  (NSM)  debuted  with  an  8  page  issue  of  4  by  5  inches.  Only  200  copies  of  the  first 
issue  were  produced.  In  the  January  1960  issue  Hewitt  noted  that  the  NSM  "was  the  first  independent  English  language 
numismatic  periodical  to  reach  its  silver  anniversary." 
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A  vast  number  of  significant  numismatic  articles  which  appeared  in  the  NSM ;  among  the  noteworthy  contributors  were 
Breen,  Yeoman.  Julian,  Muscalus,  Davenport,  Newman,  Slabaugh,  Verraeuie,  Lynn  Glaser.  Sheldon  Carroll .  Regular  columns  were 
written  by  Tom  De  Lorev,  Ted  Hammer,  Ted  Schwarz,  and  Hank  Spangenberger . 

However,  the  NSM  s  was  unique  as  THE  national  numismatic  advertising  medium.  Hewitt  recalled  that  the  NSM  “began  to 
be  known  as  the  Wall  Street  Journal  of  the  coin  trade.*  Although  most  pre-19S0  issues  rarely  exceeded  48  pages  the

LETTERS  FROM  THE  WALTER  NICHOLS  FILES 


WALTER  NICHOLS  was  intimately  involved  with  numismatics  through  the  1930’s.  A  life  member  of  the  A.N.A., 
Nichols  served  on  the  A.N.A.  Board  of  Governors  In  1939  and  1940;  was  an  A.N.A.  District  Secretary; 
president  of  the  Boston  Numismatic  Society.  He  also  served  as  secretary  and  distributor  for  the  commission 
of  the  1936  York  County  (Maine)  Commemorative  half  dollar.  Additionally  he  was  a  coin  dealer  who  advertised 
regularly  in  THE  NUMISMATIST.  He  corresponded  with  many  numismatic  luminaries  of  the  day.  Offered  below 
are  some  of  the  more  substantive  letters  and  items  from  the  Walter  Nichols  files.

An  extraordinary  assemblage  of  letters  to  Walter  Nichols  who  served  on  the  A.N.A  s  Board  of  Governors  during  this 
time.  There  have  been  more  than  a  few  periods  of  conflict  within  the  A.N.A.  over  the  years.  One  of  the  most  explosive  was 
in  the  early  1950  s  which  resulted  in  Frank  Eaten  s  temporary  expulsion  from  A.N.A. 

Not  so  well-known  was  the  conflict  during  L.W.  Hoffecker  s  term  as  A.N.A  President.  Among  the  key  players  were 
Hoffecker,  M.  Vernon  Sheldon,  T.  James  Clarke,  and  Frank  Duffield  among  others. 

Walter  Nichols  was  apparently  held  in  high  esteem  by  all  of  the  petulants  and  was  the  recipient  of  many  letters  from 
all  of  the  aforementioned.  There  is  no  evidence  in  any  of  the  letters  than  Nichols  was  held  in  anything  but  the  highest 
regard  by  all.  The  letters  are  quite  explicit  and  full  of  rich,  colorful,  and  little  known  A.N.A.  history  and 
personalities . 
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In  the  best  of  all  possible  worlds,  this  file  should  become  the  property  of  the  ANA.  as  It  details  (emphasis  on  the 
details)  a  firsthand  account  of  this  fascinating,  yet  little  known  series  of  conflicts 

Included  are  many  typed,  personally  signed  letters  to  Nichols  from  Hoffecker  on  official  ANA  stationery;  a  series 
of  typed  and  signed  letters  from  T.J.  Clarke  on  "T.J.  Clarke  Box  and  Label  Works,  Inc."  stationery;  a  few  letters  from  on 
Stack  s  letterhead  signed  by  Joseph  B.  Stacks,  a  carbon  of  a  Stack  s  letter  detailing  an  advertising  conflict  in  THE 
NUMISMATIST  involving  a  complaint  about  Tatham  Stamp  &  Coin. 

Also  included  are  many  specific  monthly  secretarial  reports,  most  on  salmon  paper,  some  carbon  copies. 

As  we  mentioned  about  the  Grinnell  files,  there  is  much  valuable  information  within  this  file  that  would  be 
fascinating  or  enlightening  to  a  knowledgeable  researcher  or  collector. 

This  file  truly  gives  a  view  of  A.N  A.  personalities  which  is  unavailable  elsewhere.  Again,  this  file  contains  the 
raw  material  for  a  major,  substantive  article  if  not  for  a  larger  work.  Historic  and  unique

Number  6  is  especially  important  (C-S  8106).  The  first  96  pages  of  this  special  issue  are  a  reprint  of  Edward  Toda  s 
scarce  1882  ANNAM  AND  ITS  MINOR  CURRENCY  which  was  originally  published  in  the  JOURNAL  OF  THE  NORTH  CHINA  BRANCH  OF  THE 
ROYAL  ASIATIC  SOCIETY  (Shanghai),  Volume  17,  Part  I.  Although  the  original  was  180  pages,  Smith  left  out  virtually  nothing

I  can  think  of  no  other  significant  American  numismatic  reference  that  is  more  ignored,  overlooked,  or  taken  for 
granted.  In  addition  to  being  a  remarkable  history  of  the  collections  from  the  eariy  years  of  the  19th  century  through 
1968  which  is  replete  with  American  numismatic  history  that  is  not  readily  available  to  all  but  the  most  advanced 
researcher,  this  volume  also  lists  numismatic  collections  in  various  U.S.  libraries  in  1850,  "Smithsonian  Publications  of 
Numismatic  Interest  1860-1907";  a  narrative  reminiscence,  accompanied  by  pertinent  correspondence  by  Paul  StrauD  who 
donated  over  5000  silver  and  gold  coins  to  the  Smithsonian  numismatic  collection  from  1923  to  1952.  and  much  other 
fascinating  material. 

This  work  is  elusive,  but  of  the  collectors  who  have  this  work,  few  have  ever  really  read  it

Beginning  in  October  1982,  these  quarto  issues  (except  for  the  first  which  is  was  issued  both  in  octavo  and  quarto  -  both 
are  present  here)  tend  to  run  12  pages  of  lively  information  about  numismatic  literature  and  numismatics,  correspondence 
from  and  between  Cal  and  such  notables  as  Armand  Champa,  Walter  Breen,  John  Adams,  and  Remy  Bourne. 

There  are  countless  anecdotes,  reprints  of  articles,  biographies,  Cal  s  convention  diary,  and  assorted  "inside" 
stories.  Perhaps  none  is  so  riveting  as  Cals  recounting  of  Armand  Champa's  pursuit  of  the  elusive  'Thian".  Numismatic 
bibliomaniacs  cherish  these  issues  so  long  runs  of  this  periodical  rarely  come  to  the  marketplace. 

A  complete  set  consists  of  the  following:  Volume  I,  complete  in  7  issues  from  October  1982  to  November  1983.  Volume 
II,  complete  in  6  issues  from  January  1984  to  November  1984.  Volume  III,  1984  complete  is  6  numbers,  but  5  issues  as 
numbers  1  &  2  are  a  combined  issue.

Chris  Victor-McCawley  has  been  a  specialist  in  large  cents  for  at  least  15  years.  His  fixed  price  lists  and  auction 
catalogues  are  mandatory  reference  catalogues  for  the  early  copper  buff.  The  offerings;  his  extensive,  authoritative  lot 
annotations,  ana  the  superb  production  values  of  his  catalogues  are  each  top  drawer.  Each  catalogue  is  a  mini -course  in 
early  American  coppers.  * 

Each  catalogue  has  about  400  pieces;  many  are  census  pieces;  many  are  illustrated.  The  text  on  the  early  dates  tends 
to  be  more  expansive. 

Also  of  note  is  the  Comments"  section  at  the  end  of  each  catalogue  with  pithy  and  pertinent  commentary  on  large 
cents  (market,  important  sales,  people  and  events),  numismatics,  and  life  —  sort  of  a  numismatic  Charles  Euralt  His 
illustrated  essay,  "The  Great  Bottle  Cap  Hunt"  in  the  November  1993  list  0041  is  a  jewel,  a  superbly  written  piece, 
numismatic  or  otherwise.  I  have  found  Chris  lists  and  auction  catalogues  to  be  the  most  undervalued  resources  in  the  body 
of  copper  numismatic  literature. 
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
